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PREFACE 

The accumulation of data for this text is the end result of nearly 
twenty years of research. Every available source of information 
has been utilized, including old surveys, maps, aerial photography, 
hundreds of personal trips and many hundreds of interviews. In 
addition, over 5,000 reports covering the mountain lakes of the State 
received from individuals were evaluated. Every effort has been 
made to supply the most complete and accurate information pos- 
sible within the present limits of mapping, available space in the 
text and other restrictive factors. 

The text of this volume lists 3,813 lakes and reservoirs with a 
total surface area of 174,734.3 acres. For reference purposes, a num- 
ber of additional lakes and reservoirs have been listed which either 
no longer exist or are proposed with every likelihood of their being 
constructed in the near future. 

Using 2,500 feet above sea level as an arbitrary figure defining 
the so-called “high lakes” of Western Washington, 1,567 lakes of 
the above total, with a total surface area of 16,744.1 acres, fall into 
this category. 

Two hundred and two charts showing depth contour lines have 
been reproduced. In most cases, these also include the calculated 
water volume in acre-feet. Because accurate depth measurements 
are not yet available for the majority of lakes in Washington, it is 
impossible at this time to supply total water volume figures. 

Of the 250 photographs reproduced, a few have been included 
which are not of the best quality. However, since these show the 
terrain surrounding waters which are popular with anglers and 
others who enjoy hiking into mountain areas, it is felt that their 
inclusion is warranted despite their deficiencies. 

To facilitate the acquisition of maps by the reader who wishes 
to more thoroughly investigate specific lakes and their surrounding 
areas, 307 U. S. Geological Survey maps and 48 U. S. Forest Service 
maps are referred to in the text of this volume. These maps are 
obtainable from their respective agencies. 

It is hoped that this work will reflect the efforts of all who 
assisted in its completion, and be of value to the professional, the 
layman, the angler and the mountaineer, who wish specific informa- 
tion on the lakes of Washington State.

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INTRODUCTION 
Purpose and Scope of Work 

“Lakes of Washington” is primarily an evaluation of the waters 
contained in lakes in the area under discussion and is a part of an 
over-all inventory of the water resources of the State. This in- 
ventory is being done by the Division of Water Resources of the 
Washington State Department of Conservation under the general 
direction of Murray G. Walker, Supervisor of the Division of Water 
Resources, and under direct supervision of Robert H. Russell, Assis- 
tant Supervisor. 

During the investigation of Washington’s waters, much interesting 
and valuable material was gathered which is not herein reproduced. 
Origin of names, legends, biological information, fish reproduction 
data, accessibility and recreational aspects, as well as other data, 
have been excluded because they are outside the province of this 
work. 

Also, for the same reason, only the most brief descriptions are 
given, although many lakes, especially in the higher mountain re- 
gions, are exceptionally beautiful and lie in areas of scenic grandeur. 

Although of great value, the recreational worth of Washington’s 
lakes has not been discussed. Figures on the subject, although pro- 
vided from authoritative sources, are largely estimates and vary 
considerably. However, Clarence F. Pautzke, Commissioner of the 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service and nationally known authority on 
lakes and fish, once made the following statement to the author: 
“The high mountain lakes are Washington’s greatest unused recre- 
ational asset.” 

Discussion of the quality of water in Western Washington lakes 
has also been excluded from this work, as but few complete analyses 
have been made. It is generally conceded, however, that with the 
exception of a few lowland waters subject to local pollution, most 
of the lakes of Western Washington possess potable water of good 
to excellent quality. 

Nineteen counties are classified as being in the area of Western 
Washington. These counties all lie west of the crest of the Cascade 
Range, which bisects Washington from Canada to Oregon in a north- 
south direction. Skamania County is included, although the south- 
eastern part is considered to lie east of the Cascade Crest. 

The 19 counties discussed in this volume have a total area of 
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25,649 square miles, or about 37 per cent of the State’s total of 68,192 
square miles. The area figures of' individual counties and of the 
State as a whole are official figures supplied by the U. S. Bureau of 
Census and corrected to September 8, I960.* 

Meteorological data used in connection with county physiogra- 
phies are from U. S. Weather Bureau statistics covering the 24-year 
period from 1931 to 1955 inclusive, unless otherwise stated. 

Worthy of attention is the fact that most of the climatological 
stations in Washington are manned by volunteer or cooperative 
observers, generally necessitating the location of such stations in 
or near urban areas. As a result, the figures supplied do not neces- 
sarily reflect exact climatic conditions of the area under discussion. 

Acknowledgments 

The assistance of the State Department of Game and the State 
Department of Fisheries in supplying bottom contour survey charts, 
photographs, stocking records, and location of public fishing areas 
is gratefully acknowledged. In particular, the personal and whole- 
hearted cooperation of the field personnel of these agencies in 
supplying detailed information was invaluable. 

Trail Blazers, a group of people devoted to the high mountain 
regions, cooperated without reservation in furnishing data that 
otherwise in all probability would not have been available. Indi- 
vidual members of the Mountaineers, the White River Recreational 
Association and many high-country enthusiasts have all contributed 
to this work. Without the help of these and the many others too 
numerous to mention, this text would have been far less complete. 
Their help is deeply appreciated. 

Personnel of the U. S. Geological Survey and the U. S. Forest 
Service have been most cooperative in assisting with maps and 
specific information. Personnel at both the Olympic and Mount 
Rainier National Parks were also most generous with their time, 
facilities and knowledge of the national park areas. 

It would be remiss not to acknowledge and express appreciation 
for the moral help and encouragement received by the author over 
the years from Dr. Donald Hudson, Chairman of the Department 
of Geography; Dr. John C. Sherman, Associate Professor of Geog- 
raphy; and Dr. Willis R. Heath, Assistant Professor of Geography, 
all at the University of Washington.

Definition of a Lake 

One of the first questions that arose when this work was started 
involved defining a lake and determining the minimum size of lakes 
to be included. There is no commonly accepted denominator which 
distinguishes between lakes, ponds, pools, etc., on the basis of size. 
A number of lakes less than one-half acre in area are named and 
shown on Washington maps. Others known as ponds cover many 
acres. Webster makes the following definition of a lake: 

“A considerable inland body of standing water; also an ex- 
panded part of a river. When a body of water is so shallow 
that aquatic plants grow in most of it, it is usually called a 
pond; when the pond is mostly filled with vegetation, it be- 
comes a marsh.” 

For the purposes of this study, it was decided to tabulate all 
bodies of water which conform to Webster’s definition of a lake and 
which are one acre or more in area, regardless of depth. In addition, 
all named lakes, even though less than an acre, are included. 

The small marsh, for instance, provides water, food, and cover 
for wildlife, waterfowl nesting areas and in many instances, recre- 
ation. In general, the marsh which contains some open water the 
year around, even though quite shallow, is classed as a lake. 

Normally, only lakes of one acre or more are listed separately. 
However, in some instances where a number of small lakes exist 
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within a limited area, all or most of which are under one acre in 
size, they are tabulated as a unit and the combined acreage given 
for all the lakes in the section or partial section involved. 

Number of Lakes 

No one can say accurately how many lakes there are in Western 
Washington or the State as a whole. Man-made ponds, reservoirs, 
and natural lakes all form and disappear with surprising frequency 
over relative periods of time. Most maps do not show all the lakes 
in a given area nor do they keep abreast of current changes. Every 
possible effort has been made to bring the information in this text 
up to the end of the year 1960. Included are data and discussions of 
3,813 lakes. 

How Lakes Are Formed 

Natural lakes come into being in numerous ways. A number 
of lakes in the northern part of Washington were scoured out of the 
earth’s surface by continental glaciers during Pleistocene Time. 
An even greater number in the area which had been occupied by 
these glaciers are in depressions left as the ice receded, leaving in 
its wake sand and gravel deposits. Detached blocks of ice in 
these deposits eventually melted, leaving depressions which filled 
with water. Such depressions are called kettles; and in some regions, 
particularly in the Lower Puget Sound area as far south as Tenino, 
they contain the predominant type of lake existing today. However, 
kettle lakes are not restricted to the region named. 

There are variations of this type of lake. Many lakes of Mason 
and Kitsap Counties, including the small lakes in the bight of Hood 
Canal, are largely shallow depressions left on an irregular surface 
of till or hardpan deposited as the continental glaciers rode over 
the area. 

Landslides sometimes block natural valleys or canyons, thus 
forming areas which fill with surface runoff water and become 
natural lakes. Evidence suggests that Lake Crescent in the Olympic 
National Park in Clallam County was thus formed.* 

Glacial deposits around the lake indicate that the valley in which 
it lies was scoured out by the continental glaciers, as was the Strait 
of Juan de Fuca. However, this same valley extends eastward with 
only a small rise between the east end of Lake Crescent and Lake 
Sutherland and continues on downward to the Elwha River. This 
rise, (some 200 feet above the level of Lake Crescent) and the sur- 
rounding area to the north, are composed of material identified as 
slide debris which came down from the higher elevations to the 
north. It is entirely possible that this slide, at some early time,

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either formed or at least enlarged Lake Crescent by damming its 
assumed outlet to Lake Sutherland. 

This theory is strengthened by the location of the existing outlet, 
the Lyre River, which lies in an unnatural location in relation to 
the normal drainage of the Lake Crescent trough. At one time, the 
Lyre may have been an inlet to the Lake Crescent valley, with 
rising water of the lake forcing it to reverse its direction of flow to 
the northward and the Strait of Juan de Fuca. 

Local glacial action is responsible for many lakes in the higher 
mountain regions of Washington, particularly in the Cascade and 
Olympic Ranges. Limiting elevations cannot be given for such 
lakes; however, they are known to exist in a range between 2,500 
feet to 5,000 feet or more above sea level. 

Other lakes are formed as a result of valleys and canyons being 
dammed by alluvium deposited by tributary streams at their con- 
fluences with the primary stream, leaving areas which fill with 
runoff water. 

In Washington, where beaver are numerous, there is an abun- 
dance of small lakes and marshes formed by the dams these animals 
build for their habitat. Generally shallow, such lakes often remain 
in existence for many years and may be classed as permanent lakes. 
Others dry partly or completely in periods of low precipitation and 
runoff, or because the dams are washed out or are removed by man. 
When the beaver migrate or are removed by trapping, such lakes 
usually disappear in a relatively short time due to deterioration of 
the dams. 

A distinctive type of lake, which is actually not as plentiful as 
the name would imply, is the crater lake, or lake which occupies 
the crater of an extinct volcano. Battleground Lake in Clark County 
is an excellent example of this type. 

Man-made ponds, lakes, and reservoirs are classified as artificial 
lakes and may be entirely the result of placing a dam in a locality 
which will impound water, such as Merwin Lake and Yale Reservoir 
on the Lewis River. In other instances where the surrounding topog- 
raphy is suitable, a dam may be placed at or near the outlet of a 
natural lake, thereby increasing its size and usefulness to man. 
Lakes Cushman, Baker, and Chester Morse (Cedar Lake) are all 
examples of this type of water impoundment. 

Curiously enough, the amount of precipitation falling in a given 
area does not necessarily reflect in the number of lakes in the region. 
Many lakes exist in the semiarid regions of Eastern Washington, 
yet in some areas of high precipitation on the Pacific slope, lakes 
are noticeably scarce. 

In the lower Columbia Basin area, seepage from irrigation waters 
has resulted in the formation of many lakes in depressions and rocky 
coulees which had been dry since their first exploration by man. 
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Other lakes, not in the irrigation areas but lying in regions where 
precipitation is light, may be “ground water” lakes, many of which 
have no inlets or outlets.* These lakes reflect the regional ground 
water surface of the areas involved. 

Most of the water runoff on the Pacific slope of Washington, par- 
ticularly in the southwest region, descends via sharply defined val- 
leys to the sea. There are few depressions where lakes might form 
naturally, and landslides or accumulated debris which might form 
dams are generally washed out by the descending streams during 
periods of peak water runoff. 

Location of Lakes 

A navigator on the trackless areas of an ocean uses latitude and 
longitude figures to fix his position because he has no landmarks or 
other means of indicating his exact location. On land areas, once 
they have been surveyed, it is common practice to locate any par- 
ticular place by means of townships, ranges and sections. Location 
by latitude and longitude is equally correct, but the terminology 
is generally unfamiliar to the layman, and many maps are repro- 
duced which do not lend themselves to this method. 

Townships and ranges are numbered consecutively from base 
lines established by the U. S. Bureau of Land Management. In 
Washington, all townships are numbered northward from the Wil- 
lamette Base Line which runs east and west through Portland, 
Oregon, following a parallel to the earth’s equator. 

Ranges are numbered consecutively east or west, as the case 
may be, from a north and south base line, which in Washington 
is called the Willamette Meridian. The Willamette Base line and 
the Willamette Meridian intersect at approximately 122 degrees, 
44 minutes West Longitude; and 45 degrees, 31 minutes North Lati- 
tude near the western city limits of Portland. 

Townships in Washington are numbered 1 North, 2 North (T. 1 
N., T. 2 N.,), etc. Ranges are numbered 1 East, 2 East, or 1 West, 
2 West (R. 1. E., R. 2 E., R. 1 W., R. 2 W.), etc., depending upon 
whether they lie east or west of the Willamette Meridian (see 
diagram 1). 

Each township is theoretically six miles square and is divided 
into 36 sections. Actually, due to survey errors and allowances for 
the curvature of the earth, they vary in size. Corrections are made 
in sections along the north and west borders of the townships in- 
volved. In some instances, entire township consecutive numbers 
are eliminated in making such corrections. 

The 36 sections of a typical township are numbered as shown in

Ground water, distinct from surface water runoff. "Subsurface water in a zone 
of saturation. The term is not meant to include a temporary saturated zone at or near 
the ground surface that is oroduced immediately after precipitation or by thawing.” 
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diagram 1, always starting at the upper right-hand corner. If a 
correction necessitates eliminating part of a township, the remain- 
ing sections are numbered in the same manner as if the entire 
township were shown. 
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Each section may be divided into quarters and each quarter sub- 
divided into quarters which may again be quartered and so on, to 
designate locations within the section. Diagram 2 shows a typical 
section partially divided to illustrate this point. Subdivided quarter 
sections as shown in the diagram would read “the NW^/tSWW’ and 
“the SE 1 / 4 SE 1 / 4 SW 1 / 4 .” Since each section theoretically is 1 mile 
square or 640 acres, it follows that one quarter of a section would 
equal 160 acres, and one quarter of a quarter section, 40 acres. 

For the purposes of this text, one quarter of a quarter of a section 
was deemed sufficiently small for use in locating the lakes involved. 
In giving the location of a large lake covering most of a section or 
more than one section, in general the outlet point was used for 
purposes of listing. 

To conserve space in the pages of this book, a system is employed 
which utilizes letters to denote the quarter of a quarter section 
(see diagram 3). It should be noted that in using this method a 
point listed in the text as Sec. 1-A would be the NEViNE 1 ^ of Sec- 
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tion 1. 1-Q would be the SWtykSEty* of the section, and so on. The 
letters “I” and “O” are not employed to avoid confusion with the 
numbers one and zero. 

Lakes are listed from south to north by counties, following con- 
secutive township numbers. Ranges west of the Willamette Meridian 
are listed first, followed by ranges east of the Willamette Meridian. 

A considerable part of Washington has not yet been adequately 
surveyed or mapped. To list lakes falling within such areas, the 
townships, ranges and sections projected on U. S. Forest Service 
planimetric maps are utilized, or are estimated and the location given 
as approximate. 

Maps 

It would be impossible to reproduce the several hundred maps 
utilized in covering the areas involved in this work. For this reason, 
a code was established for the maps used, with the reference number 
following other tabulated data for the lake listed. A list of the 
reference maps is included in the appendix with the appropriate 
code numbers in numerical order. 

Many lakes exist which are not shown on the maps employed. 
Some of these were verified by personal visits, others by aerial 
photographs or from reliable reports. Therefore, a reference may 
not show a certain lake, but merely show the area in which 
it lies. 

Two sources of maps are referred to in this text, and maps from 
either source are available to the public at modest prices. These are 
the U. S. Geological Survey topographic quadrangles, with contour 
lines showing elevations above mean sea level, and the U. S. Forest 
Service planimetric quadrangles, which do not have contour lines. 

Names of Lakes 

In assembling this text, particular attention has been paid to 
the correct names of lakes. In literally hundreds of instances, 
it was necessary to interview numerous people, consult old records, 
and actually determine who named a given lake and find out for 
whom or for what it was named. 

The names listed in this text, in every instance as far as could 
be ascertained, are those recognized by persons familiar with the 
lake involved. Many small mountain lakes as well as a number 
of lowland lakes carry such names, although they have never been 
listed with the U. S. Board on Geographic Names. 

Names are often changed in the course of usage; and in some 
cases, the name in common use is not the correct name as recog- 
nized by the U. S. Board on Geographic Names. An example is 
Cinder Lake near Black Diamond in King County. Although this 
lake lies wholly within a large cinder bed left by former coal min- 
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ing activities and is named on U. S. Geological Survey maps as 
Cinder Lake, three local residents who had lived in the region for 
many years testified when interviewed that they had never heard 
of it in any way but Ginder Lake; and as such, it is commonly 
known. Investigation failed to disclose any reason why it should 
be called Ginder Lake. 

It has been found that the habitues t>f a given lake are gen- 
erally reluctant to accept a new name in place of one which they 
have known for years. However, there are undeniably instances 
where such changes are for the general good to avoid duplication 
of names. As the waters of this state have not been alphabetically 
cataloged heretofore, it is surprising to discover how many lakes, 
sometimes in close proximity, have duplicate names. 

For obvious reasons, lakes which have the term “Lake” before 
the name, such as Lake Washington, Lake Goodwin, etc., are 
cataloged as Washington Lake, Goodwin Lake, etc., to permit alpha- 
betical indexing. 

Every effort has been made to check the correct spelling of 
place names and lakes mentioned in this book. Such names as 
Mowitch Lake in King County and Mowich Lake in the Mount 
Rainier National Park were never resolved, as the name “Mowich,” 
however it is spelled, is a Chinook Indian word meaning “deer”, 
and so far as the author could find out, is spelled any way to 
produce the desired sound. Gray Wolf River (on U. S. Geological 
Survey maps) or Greywolf River (on U. S. Forest Service maps) 
in Clallam County falls into the same category. 

In nearly all instances, the name as spelled on the U. S. Geological 
Survey or U. S. Forest Service maps was accepted as correct, 
unless research disclosed a preferred spelling. 

Reservoirs 

In general, any body of water either man-made or increased in 
size by a man-made structure is classed as a reservoir. This classi- 
fication extends to and includes farm ponds of sufficient size to be 
listed herein. 

Washington is rapidly becoming more and more water con- 
scious, and there are steadily increasing numbers of reservoirs 
and farm ponds. Many of these are not shown on the latest maps. 
Such projects are listed in this text only if a permit to construct 
has been granted by the Supervisor of the Division of Water 
Resources of the State of Washington, and work has been actually 
begun or completed, or a reasonable certainty exists that the 
project will be constructed. The acreages of proposed projects of 
this type are not included in the total given for the various coun- 
ties of the State unless they are actually under construction. 

To the layman, figures given for the storage capacity of a reser- 
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voir may be misleading, because there are basically three ways 
of expressing the storage capacity of a reservoir. First, there is 
the total volume of water existing behind the impounding struc- 
ture from the ground up to the water surface. This is correctly 
stated as the total volume rather than the storage capacity. 

Second, if a dam is built at or near the outlet of an existing lake, 
the total storage capacity is only the amount of water artificially 
stored by the dam, not including any waters existing before the 
dam was built. 

Third is usable storage, which is the amount of water that may 
be taken from a reservoir down to a predetermined level, leaving 
a portion of the impounded waters unused. Usable storage is 
generally referred to as “live storage” and the unused portion 
called “dead storage.” 

Storage capacity is usually referred to in terms of acre-feet, 
an acre-foot being one acre in area and one foot deep. Thus a square 
mile of water exactly one foot deep throughout would contain 640 
acre-feet of water. In a lake or reservoir, the acre-feet of water 
are computed by calculating the average depth and multiplying 
this figure by the number of surface acres. 

In this connection, one acre of surface is defined as an area con- 
taining 43,560 square feet. If the area under consideration is square, 
it would be 208.71 feet on each side. In estimating the size of a 
lake, a good comparison would be to remember that an acre is 
slightly smaller than a regulation football field, which contains 
45,000 square feet. 

The storage capacities given in this text were obtained from 
ground surveys, reservoir plans, or were supplied by authoritative 
sources. The figures for most major reservoirs are those listed in 
Mermel’s “Register of Dams in the United States” (1958), which 
gives as “reservoir capacity” the “total original content of the 
reservoir at the time of construction of the dam.” This means the 
design capacity of the reservoir as constructed. 

Estimates 

It was with some reluctance that the term “estimated” was 
used in this text, and it requires some explanation. As used herein, 
the term means more than just a wild guess. It represents a figure 
based upon personal observation or some reliable source of infor- 
mation which gives a reasonably close approximation of an un- 
known correct figure. 

Likewise, the terms “about” or “approximately” are used to 
define a figure which is considered more nearly correct than an 
estimate. For instance, a lake elevation may be given as “about” 
a certain height above sea level, taking into consideration the 
nearest contour line on a topographic map. 
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Distances 

All distances given are direct air line as shown on maps and 
are generally given in feet or miles. The compass points (N, NW, 
SE, etc.) are used loosely with no attempt to have an exact point 
where one changes to the other. 

Where possible, distances are given from some known or marked 
topographic feature or town. In giving distances from a large 
town or city, the approximate center of the business section or 
main intersection of business streets is employed as the starting 
point. If a distance is given from a mountain, it is assumed to be 
from the summit. If from a lake, unless otherwise specified, dis- 
tances are from the nearest point of the lake used as a starting 
point. 

Acreages 

All acreages are surface acres with islands excluded unless 
otherwise specified. Acreage figures are arrived at by several 
methods. The majority are computed by use of a planimeter if 
the map employed was prepared from recent aerial photos. On 
others, particularly small lakes, acreages were computed by use 
of grids. However, whenever possible, these figures were checked 
by personal observation, aerial photos, surveys, and reports from 
various sources. In many instances, acreages given are not those 
calculated by planimeter, as observation or photographs proved 
conclusively that the lake concerned was larger or smaller than 
shown on the map employed. Also, many lakes have wide seasonal 
fluctuations, or have changed their characteristics since the map 
utilized was prepared. This is also true for lakes surveyed; and 
for these reasons, both the computed and surveyed acreages are 
supplied. 

Drainages 

Many lakes are shown on topographic maps in areas where the 
contour lines fail to show definite drainages. A large percentage 
of such lakes are thus shown because they do not have permanent 
or intermittent outlets other than by underground seepage. Water 
losses from many lakes are almost entirely from evaporation. 

Interpretation of aerial photographs taken at high altitudes 
often fails to disclose the small outlet stream hidden under dense 
timber or brush, which leaves the cartographer with no choice but 
to show the lake with no outlet. 

It is possible that the drainages given for some lakes in this 
text are erroneous. Contour lines around lakes of doubtful drain- 
age were carefully studied, and in a number of instances field trips 
were made to walk out the drainage in question. 
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Drainageways are traced to the nearest river, with the thought 
in mind that this would simplify tabulation of river system water- 
sheds when hydrologic studies are made. 

Elevations 

Elevations are given in feet above mean sea level as shown on 
topographic maps. They are taken from the nearest contour lines 
unless specifically surveyed. For areas where topographic maps 
are not available, elevations were generally estimated from the 
U. S. Geological Survey regional maps with 200 and 500-foot 
contour intervals on a scale of 1/250,000. 

Fish Species 

As supplemental information, the species of game fish contained 
in Washington’s various lakes are listed whenever reliably known. 
This information was supplied largely from the files of the State 
Department of Game and the field personnel of that department, 
and in many instances from the archives of the Trail Blazers. 

It should be noted that fish species in a given lake may be 
subject to change from year to year. For instance, a lake stocked 
with rainbow trout which do not reproduce because of unsuitable 
spawning areas will produce rainbow only throughout the natural 
lives of the fish released into the lake. Such fish could live to 
8 or 9 years of age in the wild. No attempt is made to list the 
predominant species in waters where several species have been 
introduced. 

A list of abbreviations used in designating fish species is con- 
tained in the appendix. 

Abbreviations 

A number of abbreviations are used in the text of this work to 
conserve space. In most instances, the meaning of the abbrevia- 
tion used is self-evident, however, a complete list of abbreviations 
is given in the appendix. 

Authority 

Not all data in this text are necessarily supplied by the authority 
quoted. A reference map, as explained elsewhere, is listed pri- 
marily to show the location or region in which a body of water 
lies. Information obtained from any source considered reliable 
was evaluated before being tabulated and presented. 

Summary 

No attempt has been made to show the availability of any 
waters to the public other than to show public fishing areas owned 
or controlled by the State Department of Game. These are shown 
by the familiar black triangle used in the seasonal fishing pam- 
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phlets issued by the Department of Game. On lakes for which 
survey charts are available, these areas are shown in appropriate 
locations on the charts. 

The brief discussion of the physiography of each county is 
presented to give the reader a general idea of the region involved, 
the type of lakes contained therein, and other items of general 
interest. 





CLALLAM COUNTY 


Physiography 

Clallam County lies in the extreme northwestern part of Wash- 
ington and includes the northern end of the Olympic Peninsula. 
It embraces the most western point in the conterminous United 
States (Cape Alava) and ranges in elevation from sea level to 
7,218 feet at the north end of Gray Wolf Ridge, 15 miles south from 
Sequim in the Olympic National Park. The county’s northern 
boundary is the Strait of Juan de Fuca and on the west it faces 
the Pacific Ocean. Jefferson County adjoins its southern and eastern 
borders. 

The county contains a total of 1,787 square miles of which 1,753 
square miles is land area. It is the 20th county in relative 
size in the State of Washington. Of its area, 496.92* square miles 
are within the boundaries of the Olympic National Park. The south- 
ern portion of Clallam County occupies the northern flanks of 
the Olympic Mountain Range, an area of rugged scenic beauty, 
with sharply defined peaks and perpetual snow fields. 

Although the climate of Clallam County is maritime, it is fea- 
tured by unusual variations of precipitation occurring in areas of 
relatively close proximity. This is due to the wide range of eleva- 
tions occurring in the central part of the county and the resultant 
rain shadow which exists on the inland side of the Olympic Moun- 
tain Range. This rain shadow extends northeasterly from the 
Olympic Mountains and results in lower precipitation throughout 
the central and northern part of Puget Sound and the San Juan 
Islands region. 

Precipitation varies from about 15 inches annually in the eastern 
part of Clallam County (near Sequim) to well over 200 inches in 
areas affected by the higher elevations of the central portion, as 
indicated by surface water runoff measurements. This is remarkable 
considering the relatively short distance between areas of low and 
high precipitation, and is illustrated by the following data. 

Mean annual precipitation at Tatoosh Island (about 1 mile off- 
shore from Cape Flattery) is 76.04 inches, and mean annual tem- 
perature at the same location is 49.3 degrees. Mean annual precipi- 
tation at Forks, about 35 miles southeast of Tatoosh Island, is 117.99 
inches and mean annual temperature is 49.1 degrees. At Sequim, 
about 80 miles eastward from Tatoosh Island, mean annual precipi- 
tation is 16.92 inches and the mean annual temperature is 49.2 
degrees. It is noted that although temperatures vary but little in 
the lowland areas there is a wide range in amounts of precipitation 
between Forks, which lies on the west side of the Olympics, and 
Sequim, which lies on the east side of* the range.

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A considerable part of Clallam County, particularly in areas with- 
in the Olympic National Park, has not been adequately mapped. 
These areas include portions of the Olympic Mountain Range which 
are difficult to traverse and explore. For these reasons only meager 
information exists for many lakes within these areas. 

The continental ice sheet during Pleistocene Time, scoured out 
such lakes as Crescent, Sutherland and Ozette, as well as others 
on the flanks of the Olympic Range. Other lakes were formed by 
local glacial action, silting and other causes, including those made 
by man. Ozette Lake (7,787 acres) is unique in that it is the third 
largest natural lake in the State and the only lake of its size or 
larger that is not stabilized by a dam. 

A total of 112 lakes are listed herein for Clallam County totaling 
15,745.9 surface acres. Of these, 52 lakes totaling 294 acres lie above 
2,500 feet elevation.

CLARK COUNTY 


Physiography 

Clark County lies in the southernmost part of Washington on 
the west slope of the Cascade Range. It is bounded by the Columbia 
River on the south and west and abuts the Lewis River and Cowlitz 
County on the north. Skamania County forms its eastern border. 
With a total area of 658 square miles and a land area of 630 square 
miles, Clark County is 34th in relative size among Washington 
counties. 

The western part of the county consists of flat undulating plains 
rising in steps to about 800 feet elevation, which merge into the slop- 
ing hills of the eastern portion extending upward on the western flank 
of the Cascades. Maximum elevation found in the county is about 
4,000 feet on the west side of Silver Star Mountain at a point about 
11 miles southeast from Yacolt. The highest peak is Pyramid Peak 
(3,503 feet), 11 V 2 miles north from Washougal. Of the county’s total 
area only 34.1 square miles lie at an elevation of 2,000 feet or higher. 

Clark County’s climate is mild with a mean annual temperature 
at Vancouver of 53.5 degrees Fahrenheit which varies from an 
average monthly temperature of 38.8 degrees for January to 67.3 
degrees for August. 

Average annual precipitation at Vancouver (at elevation 100) 
is 39.03 inches. Although there is no long-term record for the 
higher elevations of the eastern part of Clark County, evidence 
indicates that greater amounts of precipitation occur in this region. 
A mean annual figure of approximately 118 inches is given for a 
station near Swift Dam in Skamania County, 214 miles east of the 
Clark County line. This station lies at about 650 feet elevation and 
observations at this point extend over a period of 20 years. About 
75 per cent of the county’s precipitation occurs between October 
1 and March 31 of each year. 

Clark County shares with Cowlitz County two major reservoirs, 
Yale and Merwin, on the Lewis River. In listing the acreages of 
lakes within the respective counties, only that portion of the waters 
lying in each individual county are included in the county’s total. 

One hundred and thirty-four lakes are listed for Clark County 
covering 10,070.8 surface acres. Almost all of the county’s lakes are 
under 500 feet, mean sea level datum, with only a few beaver ponds 
above this elevation up to about 1,500 feet. No lakes are found at 
2,500 feet elevation or above. 

Battleground Lake at 504 feet above sea level and 12 miles 
northeast from Vancouver is one of the county’s features, being 
one of the few distinct crater type lakes in the State. Referred 
to in early days as “bottomless,” this lake has a surveyed depth 
of slightly over 60 feet, shallowing gradually from approximately 
the center of the lake to the shoreline.

COWLITZ COUNTY 


Physiography 

Ranking 28th in relative size in the State of Washing- 
ton, Cowlitz County has a total area of 1,171 square miles and 
a land area of 1,143 square miles. It is bordered on the south by 
the Lewis River and Clark County; on the west by Wahkiakum 
County and the Columbia River; on the north by Lewis County, 
and on the east by Skamania County. 

The eastern part of the county supports a part of the Cascade 
mountains and their westward sloping foothills. The county’s high- 
est elevation is the summit of Goat Mountain (4,965 feet) which 
lies 8 miles north from Cougar in T. 8 N„ R. 4 E., Sec. 22. The 
lowest point in the county is approximately 5 feet above sea level 
where the county line adjoins the Columbia River and Wahkiakum 
County. 

The western and northwestern parts of the county are also hilly 
to sub-mountainous with elevations reaching to 2,577 feet at Aber- 
nathy Mountain, four miles southwest from Ryderwood. Wide allu- 
vial valleys occupy most of the central part of the county, descend- 
ing to the flood plains of the Columbia River. 

The lower Cowlitz River and two of its tributaries, the Toutle 
and Coweman Rivers, drain the major portion of the county, and 
the Kalama and Lewis River systems, both of which empty into 
the Columbia River, drain the southern part. 

Cowlitz County’s climate is maritime and temperate. A mean 
annual precipitation of 45.06 inches occurs at Longview which lies 
at the confluence of the Cowlitz and Columbia Rivers. At this same 
location, a mean annual temperature of 51.2 degrees is recorded. 
Figures for temperatures and precipitation vary somewhat with 
elevation changes and distances inland. 

Seventy-one lakes are listed for Cowlitz County totaling 7,350.4 
surface acres with only nine of these, totaling 74.6 acres, lying at 
elevations above 2,500 feet. 

Silver Lake is an interesting feature of Cowlitz County, covering 
approximately 3,000 acres and having no well defined shoreline. 
Shallow and fringed by extensive marshy areas, Silver Lake pro- 
duces a wide variety of game fish and is a popular waterfowl hunt- 
ing area. 

Like Clark County, Cowlitz County shares with its neighbor 
the two artificial reservoirs, Merwin and Yale, on the Lewis River.

GRAYS HARBOR COUNTY 


Physiography 

Grays Harbor County is 15th in relative size in Washington 
State, with a total area of 1,921 square miles and a land area of 
1,905 square miles. It lies in the west-central part of the State, 
fronting the Pacific Ocean on the west. Jefferson County lies to 
the north; Mason and Thurston Counties form the eastern boundary, 
and Pacific and Lewis Counties adjoin the south side. A portion of 
the Olympic National Park, containing 19.23 square miles, lies 
within the county’s boundaries.* 

Elevations range from sea level to 4,965 feet at an unnamed 
peak on the boundary line between Mason and Grays Harbor Coun- 
ties near the headwaters of the Wvnooche River in T. 23 N., R. 7 
W., Sec. 12. 

The county in general consists of rolling hills and numerous 
small valleys. It is bisected in an east-west direction by the broad 
Chehalis River valley, which extends the length of the county and 
empties into Grays Harbor. The northern half of the county rises 
gradually to meet the southern flanks of the Olympic Mountain 
Range and is drained principally by the Satsop, Wynooche, Wishkah 
and Hoquiam Rivers. Water runoff from the western part of Grays 
Harbor County is carried mainly by the Quinault, Humptulips, Mo- 
clips, Copalis and Raft River systems. The southern part of the 
county is drained principally by the Chehalis River system and some 
smaller streams which include the North, Johns and Elk Rivers. 

The northern flanks of the Willapa Hills occupy most of the 
southern part of Grays Harbor County and rise to an elevation of 
1,768 feet in the county at Minot Peak, about 8 miles south from 
Elma. 

Sandy beaches, varying from narrow strips to wide flats with 
dunes, occupy most of the coastal area of the county and are popu- 
lar recreational areas for swimming and clam digging. 

Grays Harbor County’s climate is maritime with a mean annual 
temperature of 50.1 degrees at Aberdeen. Mean annual precipita- 
tion at that location is 84.75 inches, although 20 miles north-north- 
east from Aberdeen precipitation increases sharply to a mean 
annual figure of 128.24 inches. at elevation 435. Water runoff meas- 
urements for the Satsop and Wynooche Rivers indicate an annual 
mean precipitation of well above 150 inches in the headwaters of 
these streams. 

A prominent feature of Grays Harbor County is Grays Harbor, 
a deeply indented bay at the mouth of the Chehalis River and con- 
nected to the Pacific Ocean by a narrow channel. This harbor 
covers an area of about 85 square miles and supports a number of 
active maritime industries.

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Lake Quinault, lying 37 miles north from Aberdeen on the Quin- 
ault Indian Reservation, is the county’s principal lake. This lake 
was formed by local glacial action which left a low ridge of sedi- 
ment damming the flow of the Quinault River.f

ISLAND COUNTY 


Physiography 

Island County lies in northwestern Washington in the northern 
part of Puget Sound. It is composed of six islands, the largest of 
which is Whidbey, 17 0 square miles" in area and about 40 miles 
long. The remaining islands are Camano, 39.8 square miles*; Smith, 
46.9 acres; Ben Uhr, 8.7 acres; Strawberry, about 3.5 acres and 
Hackney (Baby) Island, 1.9 acres. The county has a total of 225 
square miles and a land area of 206 square miles, making it the 
smallest county in the State.f 

The county’s terrain is low and rolling, with most of its shoreline 
rising steeply from narrow beaches fronting on the waters of Puget 
Sound. Maximum elevation for the county is about 580 feet, found 
on Camano Island, 6 miles west from Stanwood. Whidbey Island 
has at least three areas where elevations rise to about 500 feet 
above sea level. 

Island County’s climate is one of the most uniform marine cli- 
mates in the United States, with an average annual temperature 
at Coupeville of 49.5 degrees. At the same location, the coldest 
month is January with a mean temperature of 38.2 degrees and 
the warmest month is August with a mean temperature of 60.7 
degrees. 

Precipitation throughout Island County is affected by the Olym- 
pic Mountain Range. Coupeville has an annual mean precipitation 
of 17.60 inches in contrast to an annual mean of 34.81 inches at 
Everett, some 28 miles to the southeast in Snohomish County. 

There are no important streams in the county and the largest 
lake is Cranberry near Deception Pass at the northern end of 
Whidbey Island. 

A total of 747.3 surface acres of water is listed for the 47 lakes 
cataloged in Island County.

JEFFERSON COUNTY 


Physiography 

Jefferson County is the 17th in relative size among Wash- 
ington counties and lies in the central part of the Olympic Penin- 
sula in Western Washington. It extends from Puget Sound and 
Hood Canal on the east to the Pacific Ocean on the west. Clallam 
County forms its northern boundary and its southern border fronts 
on Grays Harbor and Mason Counties. The county has a total area 
of 1,879 square miles, with a land area of 1,812 square miles, of 
which 829.95 square miles" lie within the boundaries of the Olypmic 
National Park. 

A large part of Jefferson County is mountainous, with the highest 
elevation found at the west peak of Mt. Olympus (7,965 feet). The 
western part of the county is drained by the Hoh, Queets 
and Quinault Rivers and their tributaries. The Quilcene, Dose- 
wallips and Duckabush Rivers drain most of the eastern part of 
the county to Hood Canal. The Elwha and Dungeness Rivers carry 
a substantial part of the northern drainage through Clallam County 
to the Strait of Juan de Fuca. 

Like Clallam County, precipitation varies widely from an annual 
mean of 18.19 inches at Port Townsend in the northeastern part 
of the county, to well above the mean annual figure of 126.73 inches 
recorded at Spruce, located at the Huelsdonk Ranch on the Hoh 
River at an elevation of 365 feet. The region lying roughly between 
the western and eastern drainages of Jefferson County is generally 
conceded by meteorologists to contain an area where the heaviest 
precipitation in the United States occurs, excluding Hawaii and 
Alaska. 

Climate-wise, the county surrounds a region which varies from 
mild maritime conditions at sea level to the lower temperatures 
and perpetual snow fields found in the higher elevations of the 
Olympic Range. Because much of the county is not readily acces- 
sible due to the rugged nature of its terrain, no long-term climatic 
figures are available for these remote areas. 

Also, because a large part of the county has not yet been ade- 
quately mapped, little is known about some lakes in the region. 

This text lists 162 lakes totaling 1,370.9 surface acres for Jefferson 
County, of which 106 lakes totaling 507.7 acres lie at elevations of 
2,500 feet or above. 

The county’s largest lake is Leland (99.3 acres) near Quilcene.

KING COUNTY 


Physiography 

King County lies in the west-central part of Washington, front- 
ing Puget Sound on the west and extending eastward to the summit 
of the Cascade Range. Snohomish County adjoins King County 
to the north and Pierce County lies adjacent to the south. It is 
the 10th county in relative size in Washington, with a total area 
of 2,206 square miles and a land area of 2,134 square miles. 

Topographically, King County is roughly divided into two seg- 
ments, the lowland region of Puget Sound and adjacent areas, and 
the mountainous region of the Cascade Mountains in the eastern 
part. The highest point in King County is Mt. Daniels (7,986 feet), 
which lies in the northeast quarter of the county on the boundary 
line between King and Kittitas Counties. 

Drainage of King County is confined largely to the Snoqualmie, 
Cedar and Green Rivers, although the Skykomish River drains 
the northeastern part and the White River drains the extreme 
southern part. The White River and its tributary, the Greenwater, 
form the boundary line between King and Pierce Counties. All of 
these rivers rise on the western slope of the Cascades and flow 
generally westward to Puget Sound. 

In the mountainous areas these streams are fast-flowing rivers 
coursing through sharply defined canyons and valleys. They be- 
come aggraded and meander as they enter the lowlands in their 
approaches to salt water. 

The varied topography precludes the use of figures from any 
locality as indicative of the county’s climatic conditions. A mild 
maritime climate exists throughout the county with variations in 
temperature and precipitation occurring in inland areas and at 
higher elevations. 

A mean annual temperature of 52.7 degrees and a mean annual 
precipitation of 34.78 inches are recorded at the University of Wash- 
ington station at Seattle. Mean annual temperature at Cedar Lake, 
approximately 32 miles southeast from the Seattle station at ele- 
vation 1,560. is 47.6 degrees and the mean annual precipitation is 
104.3 inches. Lower temperatures and higher precipitation occur 
in the higher elevations of the Cascades, with precipitation falling 
largely in the form of snow. 

King County enjoys the distinction of having two large natural 
lakes close to the urban areas of Seattle, Lakes Washington and 
Sammamish. Lake Washington is the second largest natural lake 
in the State. 

A total of 760 lakes and reservoirs lie in King County, covering 
43,203.7 surface acres. Three hundred and thirty-seven of these 
lakes, totaling 4,746.6 acres, lie at elevations of 2,500 feet or higher. 

King County’s varied topography offers a wide range of recre- 
ational areas, from angling and boating on its lakes and Puget 
Sound waters to hiking and skiing in its mountain regions.

KITSAP COUNTY 


Physiography 

Kitsap County lies in the west-central part of Washington, sur- 
rounded largely by the waters of Puget Sound and Hood Canal. 
The southern portion adjoins parts of Mason and Pierce Counties. 
The county has a total area of 469 square miles and a land area of 
402 square miles, ranking it 36th in relative size among Washington 
counties. 

The shoreline is irregular with many inlets and indentations 
featured by narrow beaches and steep rises to the rolling terrain 
of the inland areas. Two important islands lie within the county’s 
boundaries; Bainbridge Island, with an area of 27.59 square miles*, 
and Blake Island, covering 499.2 acres.* 

Kitsap County’s topography is in general flat and undulating 
with but few elevations above 500 feet. The highest point is found 
on Gold Mountain, about seven miles west from Bremerton, where 
the elevation reaches 1,761 feet above sea level. 

Mean annual temperature at Bremerton is 51.0 degrees and is 
fairly indicative of climatic conditions existing over the entire 
county, which is favored by a mild maritime climate. Mean annual 
precipitation at Bremerton is 36.57 inches. However, this figure 
is generally considered by metrologists to be several inches low, 
since the Bremerton recording station was moved several times 
in earlier years and readings for the past 8 years at one location 
indicate a mean precipitation of slightly over 40 inches annually. 

Isohyet curves for the southwestern part of Kitsap County indi- 
cate a mean annual precipitation of around 70 inches for that region 
in contrast to an approximate 25 inches in the north part of the 
county, which lies in the rain shadow of the Olympic Mountain 
Range. 

The relative flat terrain of the county has numerous depressions 
which form lakes and marshy areas. Many of these support fish 
and wild waterfowl and are popular with sportsmen. 

One hundred and one lakes are listed herein for Kitsap County, 
totaling 1,624.7 surface acres. Long lake, near Port Orchard, is the 
county’s largest lake with a surface area of 314 acres.

LEWIS COUNTY 


Physiography 

Lewis County, the sixth in relative size in Washington and the 
largest county in Western Washington, contains a total of 2,452 
square miles and has a land area of 2,447 square miles. It is bor- 
dered on the north by Pierce and Thurston Counties and a part of 
Grays Harbor County, and extends easterly to the crest of the 
Cascade Range. Its south boundary is adjacent to Skamania and 
Cowlitz Counties and joins with a small part of Wahkiakum County. 
The west side adjoins Pacific County. 

The eastern part of Lewis County is mountainous, rising to a 
maximum elevation of approximately 7,950 feet at the summit of 
Old Snowy Mountain, on the crest of the Cascade Range and the 
boundary line between Lewis and Yakima Counties. 

Fifty-five square miles of the county’s area are within the 
boundaries of the Mount Rainier National Park, which has a total 
area of 377.78 square miles, of which the larger portion lies within 
Pierce County.* 

The central part of Lewis County includes the broad valleys of 
the Cowlitz and Chehalis Rivers, which are the county’s two prin- 
cipal drainage systems. Although the Willapa Hills lie principally 
within Pacific County, their eastern slopes occupy the western part 
of Lewis County and drain into the upper Chehalis River. The 
maximum elevation of this area is 3,110 feet at Boistfort (Baw 
Faw) Peak, about 17 miles southwest from Chehalis. 

Like the remainder of Western Washington counties, the county’s 
climate is maritime, with generally lower temperatures and heavier 
precipitation as elevations rise to the Cascade Crest. 

Mean annual precipitation at Centralia (185 feet elevation) is 
45.25 inches and mean annual temperature is 52.1 degrees. The 
Willapa Hills form a barrier to the moisture laden air coming in 
from the Pacific Ocean similar to that of the Olympic Range, al- 
though to a lesser degree because elevations in the Willapa 
Hills are considerably less than those of the Olympics. A resultant 
rain shadow covers the general area northeast of the Willapa Hills 
over the upper Chehalis Valley. Incomplete records indicate that 
precipitation exceeds 100 inches annually in the higher elevations 
of the western part of Lewis County. 

Lewis County contains 215 lakes with a total of 4,715.3 surface 
acres, including the calculated acreage of Mayfield Reservoir now 
under construction. Of this total, 142 lakes lie at elevations of

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2,500 feet or above, covering 1,751.6 acres. Most of these lakes lie 
in the Cascades and adjacent foothills. 

An interesting feature of Lewis County is the region lying 
in the extreme northeast part of the county north of White Pass. 
The Cascade Crest in this area broadens to a relative flat terrain 
with open meadows and sub-alpine timber and is dotted with a 
large numbers of lakes and small ponds, in many places only a few 
feet apart. Most of the lakes in this area which are large and deep 
enough to support fish have been planted to trout.

MASON COUNTY 


Physiography 

Mason County lies in west-central Washington, containing a 
total area of 1,052 square miles and a land area of 967 square 
miles. The county is 29th in relative size in the State. It 
is bounded on the north by Jefferson and Kitsap Counties; on 
the east by the waters of southern Puget Sound and Pierce County; 
on the south by Thurston County and a portion of Grays Harbor 
County, and on the west by Grays Harbor County and a small 
segment of Jefferson County. Within the county’s area are 54.84 
square miles of the Olympic National Park.* 

Several islands lie in the southeastern part of the county of 
which Hartstene (18.95 square miles) f and Squaxin (2.30 square 
miles)t are the largest. Other islands include Stretch, 0.47 square 
miles, t Hope, about 100 acres. Reach, 92.7 acres and McMicken, about 
17 acres. 

The coastline fronting Puget Sound has several long, narrow 
inlets, and the northeastern part of the county faces the bight 
of Hood Canal. 

The topography of Mason County varies widely, ranging from 
flat lowland prairie areas and low rounded hills in the southern 
part to a maximum elevation of 6,612 feet at Mount Stone, on the 
boundary line between Mason and Jefferson Counties about 15 
miles north and slightly west from Hoodsport. 

The Olympic Mountains, with numerous bold peaks and sharp 
relief, occupy the northwestern part of Mason County. Streams 
rising in this area flow swiftly through steep-walled canyons and 
sharply defined valleys in their descent to the waters of Hood Canal. 

The Hamma Hamma, Skokomish and Tahuya River systems 
drain the north and eastern parts of Mason County to Hood 
Canal, and a few smaller creeks drain the southeast part of the 
county to lower Puget Sound. Several creeks and the Satsop River 
system drain the southern and western parts of the county to the 
Chehalis River. 

Like other counties where elevations rise from sea level to high 
mountainous regions, Mason County’s temperature and precipita- 
tion figures vary more or less in relation to the distance from salt 
water and differences in elevations. The county as a unit has a 
maritime climate. 

Mean annual precipitation at Shelton (22 feet elevation) is 63.87 
inches and mean annual temperature at that station is 51.1 degrees. 
At Cushman Dam, about 15 miles north from Shelton and at ele- 
vation 760, mean annual precipitation is 100.11 inches and the 
mean annual temperature is 50.6 degrees.

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Mason County lists 216 lakes totaling 8,683.7 surface acres, of 
which 26 lakes, totaling 138.0 acres, lie at or above 2,500 feet ele- 
vation. The largest body of fresh water in the county is Lake 
Cushman, a man-made reservoir covering the site of a former 
natural lake on the North Fork, Skokomish River.

PACIFIC COUNTY 


Physiography 

Pacific County lies in the extreme southwest part of Washington, 
with its west side fronting the Pacific Ocean. Grays Harbor County 
lies to the north; Lewis County adjoins the east side, and the 
southern border abuts the mouth and tidewater areas of the Co- 
lumbia River and a part of Wahkiakum County. The county has a 
total area of 970 square miles and a land area of 925 square miles, 
making it the 30th county in relative size in the State. 

One of Pacific County’s distinguishing topographic features is 
Willapa Bay, a prominent indentation from the Pacific Ocean about 
35 miles long and varying in width. Willapa Bay forms a harbor 
for the cities of Raymond and South Bend but generally is quite 
shallow. The southern part of Willapa Bay is called Shoalwater 
Bay and consists largely of shallow tidewater flats. 

Separating Willapa and Shoalwater Bays from the Pacific Ocean 
is North Beach Peninsula (more commonly called Long Beach Pen- 
insula), a 25-mile-long strip of land extending north from the 
mouth of the Columbia River. This peninsula features a continuous 
area of flat, sandy beaches fronting on the ocean which are heavily 
utilized for recreational purposes. A considerable number of Pa- 
cific County’s lakes lie on North Beach Peninsula and are shallow 
waters, in most cases surrounded by cranberry bog areas. 

The terrain of Pacific County in general is characterized by the 
Willapa Hills, a coastal range of rolling hills with well defined val- 
leys and many small streams and several rivers. These hills reach 
a maximum elevation in Pacific County of about 3,000 feet near 
the headwaters of Grays River, about 15 miles north from Skamo- 
kawa. 

The county in its entirety drains westward to Willapa and Shoal- 
water Bays and southward to the Columbia River. The Willapa 
River ranks first among the county’s several rivers, draining the 
central part of the county and entering Willapa Bay at Raymond. 
This is followed in size by the Naselle River which to a consider- 
able degree drains the southern part of the county to Shoalwater 
Bay. 

Pacific County’s climate is mild, reflecting the relatively warm 
and moist air from the Pacific Ocean. Mean annual temperature at 
Willapa Harbor station is 51.2 degrees and mean annual precipita- 
tion at that location is 85.84 inches. At the Naselle station near the 
mouth of the Naselle River, mean annual preciptation is 113.03 
inches. Very little of the county’s precipitation occurs in the form 
of snow. 

Sixty-one lakes are listed for Pacific County, totaling 614.1 sur- 
face acres. No lakes are found at or above 2,500 feet elevation.

PIERCE COUNTY 


Physiography 

The west side of Pierce County extends into the southern part of 
Puget Sound. King County lies to the north; Yakima County to the 
east, and Thurston and Lewis Counties adjoin the southern border. 
The Nisqually River separates Pierce from Thurston County and 
part of Lewis County. 

The county contains a total of 1,789 square miles and a land 
area of 1,676 square miles. It is the State’s 19th county in relative 
size. 

Pierce County’s topography ranges from sea level to the highest 
point in Washington State at Mount Rainier, which rises to an eleva- 
tion of 14,410 feet a few miles west of the Cascade Crest. The 
western part of the county consists mainly of low, rolling hills 
and flat, undulating prairie areas which terminate at the shores 
of southern Puget Sound. 

A number of islands lie in Puget Sound within the county’s 
borders, among them being Anderson (8.10 square miles), McNeil 
(6.77 square miles), Fox (5.07 square miles), Herron (0.47 square 
miles), Ketron (0.36 square miles), and Raft (0.31 square miles).* 
Smaller islands include Day, Cutts, Tanglewood, Grave, Eagle 
and Pitt. 

Most of the eastern one-half of Pierce County is occupied by 
the Cascade Range and its foothills. Included in this area is the 
Mount Rainier National Park with a total area of 377.78 square 
miles,f of which about 323 square miles lie within Pierce County. 
Rocky peaks, deep canyons and valleys feature the eastern part 
of the county, especially in the regions near the Cascade Crest and 
in Mount Rainier National Park. 

The White River and its tributaries drain the northeastern part 
of Pierce County, while the Puyallup and Nisqually River sys- 
tems drain to a large extent the remainder of the county. All of 
these rivers discharge into Puget Sound. Mount Rainier supports 
numerous perennial glaciers which feed the headwaters of the 
above named streams as well as the Cowlitz River to the south. 

Like all of Western Washington counties, Pierce County’s cli- 
mate is maritime, reflecting the influence of the Pacific Ocean on 
temperature and precipitation. 

Mean annual temperature at Puyallup (elevation 50) is 50.9 
degrees and mean annual precipitation at the same location is 40.27 
inches. At Longmire in Mount Rainier National Park (elevation 
2,762), the mean annual temperature is 45.0 degrees and mean 
annual precipitation is 81.42 inches. About 4V 4 miles northeast

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from Longmire at Paradise (elevation 5,550), mean annual pre- 
cipitation is 105.99 inches and mean annual temperature is 38.7 
degrees.^ 

The Mount Rainier National Park area dominates the topography 
of Pierce County with perpetually snow-capped Mount Rainier 
topping the skyline. At Paradise, visited by thousands of tour- 
ists and recreationists each year, snow depths in early spring aver- 
age 15 to 20 feet. Maximum snow depth ever recorded at this 
location was 367 inches in March, 1956. 

Pierce County lists 361 lakes and reservoirs totaling 10,481.3 
surface acres. Nearly one-half of these waters (162 lakes) totaling 
1,001.3 acres lie at elevations of 2,500 feet or above. The largest lake 
in Pierce County is Lake Tapps, a man-made reservoir which in- 
undated several small lakes and stores water for hydroelectric 
power generation.

SAN JUAN COUNTY 


Physiography 

San Juan County lies in northwestern Washington and is com- 
posed entirely of islands. It is bounded on the west by Haro Strait 
and the boundary line between the United States and Canada. The 
north side fronts on the Strait of Georgia; the east boundary faces 
Rosario Strait, and the south side of the county adjoins the Strait of 
Juan de Fuca and Washington Sound, the latter encompassing 
the entire San Juan Island group. 

San Juan County has a total area of 265 square miles and a land 
area of 172 square miles. Although the total area ranks San Juan 
County 38th in relative size in Washington, its land area is the 
smallest in the State. The region is highly popular as a recreation 
area. 

There are 428 islands exposed at high tides within the boundaries 
of San Juan County," of which approximately 175 islands have 
individual names. The three largest islands in the county are Orcas 
(36,431.91 acres), San Juan (35.448.14 acres), and Lopez (18,847.21 
acres). Other islands encompassing over 1,000 acres in area are 
in order of relative size, Shaw, Blakely, Waldron, Decatur, Stuart 
and Henry. 

The islands of San Juan County are featured by rocky, abrupt 
shorelines which rise to a maximum elevation of 2,409 feet at 
Mount Constitution on Orcas Island. A number of other peaks rise 
to above 1,000 feet. The shorelines are indented by many small 
bays and coves and two large embay ments, East Sound and West 
Sound, which nearly divide Orcas Island into three separate islands. 

Most of the five largest islands with the exception of Blakely, 
have considerable areas of low, relatively flat terrain. This is par- 
ticularly true of Lopez Island, where the highest elevation is 535 
feet at Lopez Hill. Orcas Island is predominately mountainous. 
The shoreline of Blakely Island is composed almost entirely of steep, 
rocky cliffs, which rise to a maximum elevation of 1,050 feet at 
Blakely Peak in the northeast part of the island. 

There exist only a few streams in San Juan County, most of 
which are intermittent. Most of the smaller islands have little 
or no surface water of a permanent nature, and ground water in- 
vestigations are too incomplete at this time for an analysis of that 
source. 

Mean annual precipitation at Olga, near the southern shoreline 
of Orcas Island, is 28.77 inches, and mean annual temperature at

These figures are fairly indicative 
of climatic conditions for the entire county, which lies in the north- 
ern part of the Olympic Range rain shadow. 

Forty-five lakes and reservoirs are listed for San Juan County, 
totaling 879.7 acres. The largest body of fresh water in the county 
is Mountain Lake on Orcas Island.

Physiography 

Skagit County lies in the northwestern part of Washington, ad- 
jacent to the south side of Whatcom County. It extends from the 
Cascade Crest at its eastern boundary to the waters of Rosario 
Strait and portions of San Juan and Island Counties on the west. 
Snohomish County adjoins its southern border. 

The total area of Skagit County is 1,775 square miles and its 
land area covers 1,735 square miles. It is the 22nd county in relative 
size in Washington. 

Skagit County's topography is generally similar to that of all the 
counties which drain westerly from the crest of the Cascade Range, 
with the exception that approximately three-fourths of the county 
is mountainous with higher peaks than most other counties of 
Western Washington, and only about one-fourth of its area con- 
sists of lowlands and flat valley floors. 

In the mountainous region along and near the summit of the 
Cascade Range, a number of peaks rise to over 8,000 feet elevation. 
Skagit County's highest elevation is about 9,200 feet at Mount Buck- 
ner, which lies about 21 miles east from Marblemount on the bound- 
ary line between Skagit and Chelan Counties.* 

The terrain in the mountain areas of eastern Skagit County is 
one of extreme relief and rugged scenic beauty, with numerous 
glaciers and perpetual snow fields. The peaks are in general sharply 
defined and the numerous streams of the region cascade swiftly 
down to the lowlands. 

Broad alluvial flat areas cover a major part of southwestern 
Skagit County where the Skagit River delta extends into Skagit 
Bay. The western part of the county, drained largely by the Samish 
River, is topographically similar. 

The Skagit River system forms the major drainage for Skagit 
County, extending the east-west length of the county. The South 
Fork of the Nooksack River drains a relatively small area in the 
north-central part of the county and the North Fork of the Stilli- 
guamish River drains a portion along the western part of the 
county’s southern border. 

A number of islands exist in the western part of Skagit County, 
the largest being Fidalgo Island, separated from the mainland by 
Swinomish Slough, which runs north and south between Padilla 
and Skagit Bays. This island, on which the City of Anacortes lies, 
covers an area of about 165 square miles. Lesser islands include 
Cypress (8.47 square miles) and Guemes (8.20 square miles) .t

SKAMANIA COUNTY 


Physiography 

Skamania County lies in the south-central part of Washington, 
bounded on the north by Lewis County; on the east by Klickitat 
County and a portion of Yakima County; on the west by Clark 
and Cowlitz Counties, and on the south by the Columbia River 
and Oregon. The county has a total area of 1,691 square miles and 
a land area of 1,676 square miles, making it the 24th county in rela- 
tive size in Washington. 

The Cascade Range covers the major portion of Skamania 
County, with the highest elevation in the county found at the sum- 
mit of Mount St. Helens (9,677 feet) in the northwest corner of the 
county. Elevations rise to about 9,300 feet in the northeastern part 
of the county on the western slope of Mount Adams. 

The Cascades slope southerly in the southern part of Skamania 
County to the Columbia River, which separates the Washington and 
Oregon Cascades. The Cascade Crest is not sharply defined in this 
region but is considered to extend to the Columbia River in the 
area between the Wind and Little White Salmon Rivers. 

Skamania county’s topography is in general a rolling terrain 
above 2,000 feet elevation, with a number of peaks rising up to 5,000 
feet and a few reaching nearly 6,000 feet above sea level. 

A distinctive feature known as the Big Lava Bed lies in the 
southeastern part of the county. This is an area of some 40 square 
miles, located generally on the Cascade Crest, and composed of 
lava outcroppings with very little soil cover. This formation is 
one of the youngest lava areas in Washington and its origin is 
considered to be associated with the last major volcanic activities 
of Mount St. Helens and Mount Adams. 

Three areas in Skamania County contain most of its lakes. More 
than 40 lakes, mostly between 4,000 and 5,000 feet elevation, lie 
within a 75 square mile area between the headwaters of the Green 
River and the North Fork of the Toutle River. Spirit Lake, the 
county’s largest natural lake, is included in this area. 

Another area, about six miles by twelve miles in size, lying 
generally between 20 and 30 miles north of the Columbia River, 
supports over 175 natural lakes, many of which are quite small. 
This region includes an area known as Indian Heaven, which is 
profusely covered with huckleberry bushes which yield annual 
harvests of berries to Indians and others for personal consumption. 

A third area, covering about ten square miles and ranging mostly 
between 100 and 800 feet elevation, lies between North Bonneville 
and Stevenson on the north side of the Columbia River. This area 
contains over 60 natural lakes, mostly rock-bound and many with 
no visible outlets. 
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The drainage of Skamania County is more complex than that of 
most of the Western Washington counties, due to its radial drainage 
pattern. The Cispus, Green and Toutle Rivers, all tributaries of the 
Cowlitz River, drain the north, northwest and west-central parts 
of the county. The Lewis River, rising on the west side of Mount 
Adams, flows southwesterly across the entire county and enters 
the Columbia River near Woodland. The Washougal, Wind and 
Little White Salmon Rivers drain most of the southern part of 
the county south to the Columbia River. A relatively small area 
south and west of Mount Adams is drained by the White Salmon 
(Big White Salmon) River. 

The only long-term weather records available for Skamania 
County are compiled from the Wind River station, located at the 
Hemlock Ranger Station about 8 miles north from Stevenson. Mean 
annual precipitation at this location (elevation 1,145) is 99.61 inches 
and mean annual temperature is 47.8 degrees. Skamania County’s 
climate is slightly more continental than the coastal counties be- 
cause it lies partly in the transition zone and shares both maritime 
and continental climatic influences. 

A total of 303 lakes, covering 18,482.2 surface acres," are listed 
for Skamania County, of which 193 lakes, covering 2,510.8 acres, 
lie at or above 2,500 feet elevation. Excluding the Bonneville Pool 
in the Columbia River, Swift Reservoir, a man-made lake in the 
upper Lewis River, is the county’s largest body of fresh water 
classified as a lake.

SNOHOMISH COUNTY 


Physiography 

Snohomish County lies in the northwest part of Washington. 
It is bounded on the north by Skagit County; on the east by the 
Cascade Crest and Chelan County; on the south by King County, 
and on the west by the waters of Puget Sound and Island county. 
The county has a total area of 2,112 square miles and a land area of 
2,100 square miles, which makes it 13th in relative size in Wash- 
ington. 

The topography of Snohomish County is similar to that of other 
counties on the west side of the State which reach from sea level to 
the summit of the Cascade Mountains. Over one-half of the county 
is mountainous, rising from the broad valleys and alluvial plains 
adjacent to Puget Sound to a region of sharp relief approaching the 
Cascade Crest. A number of peaks in the latter region rise to 6,000 
feet or more, with the highest elevation in the county being 10,541- 
foot Glacier Peak in the northeastern part of the county. A number 
of peaks support glaciers and perennial snow fields. 

Many lakes exist in both the lowland and upland areas of the 
county. Lakes in the mountainous region are particularly scenic 
and offer a much used recreational field for the hiker, mountaineer 
and angler. 

The Stilliguamish River system with its two main branches 
drains approximately two-thirds of Snohomish County westward 
to Puget Sound. The Sauk River and its main tributary, the Suiattle, 
drain the northeastern part of the county to the Skagit River, and 
the Skykomish River system drains most of the southern part, 
joining the Snohomish River in its lower reaches before entering 
Puget Sound. Streams in the mountainous regions descend through 
many canyons and sharply defined valleys and become aggraded, 
meandering streams in their approaches to salt water. 

Precipitation figures show considerable variation in different 
parts of the county. Mean annual precipitation at Everett, at the 
western border of Snohomish County, is 34.81 inches. Mean annual 
precipitation at Darrington, near the Skagit County line in the 
northeastern part of the county, is 80.38 inches, at an elevation of 
550 feet. 

Data taken at a gaging station at elevation 750 on the Sultan 
River below the lower end of Sultan Basin, shows a 25-year average 
runoff of 144 inches in the Sultan River at that point.* The highest 
runoff on record at this location was 207.83 inches during the water- 
year of 1958-1959.f These amounts indicate that precipitation at

7 Runoff is the water derived from precipitation that ultimately reaches 
stream channels. This may be expressed as a volume or rate of flow. When 
given in inches, it conservatively indicates the amount of precipitation oc- 
curring in the drainage system above the point of measurement, less losses 
by evaporation and other natural processes. 
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maximum elevations in the Sultan River drainage system is prob- 
ably in excess of 200 inches annually. 

Mean annual temperature at Everett is 50.5 degrees, and incom- 
plete records at Darrington show a mean annual temperature of 
48.7 degrees at this station, in the Sauk River valley. Snohomish 
County as a unit enjoys a mild maritime climate in the lowland 
areas, with lower temperatures and higher precipitation at inland 
parts of the county at higher elevations. 

Snohomish County lists 463 lakes and reservoirs totaling 7,376.0 
surface acres, of which 207 lakes covering 2,088.3 acres lie at ele- 
vations of 2,500 feet or above. The largest lake in Snohomish County 
is Lake Stevens, a natural lake of 1,021.1 acres, lying a few miles 
east from Everett.

THURSTON COUNTY 


Physiography 

Thurston County, located at the southern end of Puget Sound, 
is fronted on the north by Mason County and four deep indenta- 
tions of Puget Sound, these being Henderson, Budd, Eld and Totten 
Inlets. The county is separated from Pierce County by the Nisqually 
River which runs northwesterly from the southeastern end of 
Thurston County to Nisqually Reach on the northern border. The 
southern border of Thurston County adjoins Lewis County, and 
Grays Harbor County lies immediately to the west. 

The county contains a total area of 761 square miles and a land 
area of 717 square miles, which makes it the 32nd county in relative 
size in Washington. 

Topographically, Thurston County is largely a region of prairies 
and rolling lowlands, broken by minor hills and a few peaks which 
rise to elevations of about 2,600 feet. The highest elevation in the 
county is at an unnamed peak in the extreme southeastern part of 
the county, adjacent to Alder Lake and the Lewis County line. 
Elevation at this point, which is in the SEV 4 of Sec. 21, T. 15 N., R. 4 E., 
is 2,984 feet.* Highest elevation in the western part cf the county 
is at Larch Mountain (2,659 feet), about one mile north from Capitol 
Peak (2,658 feet) in the Black Hills. 

Two low mountainous regions, the Bald Hills in the southeastern 
part of the county, and the Black Hills, which lie in the western 
and northwestern parts of the county, distinguish the county’s ter- 
rain. An extension of the Black Hills in the form of a small, steeply 
contoured knob covering about 3.5 square miles lies between Black 
Lake and the southern part of Eld Inlet, about four miles southwest 
from Olympia. 

Thurston County is drained principally by four rivers. The Nis- 
qually River, draining the northeastern section, and the Deschutes 
River, which flows northwesterly through the central part of the 
county, both terminate in Puget Sound. The Skookumchuck River 
flows westerly along a portion of the county’s southern border, and 
the Black River, which rises at Black Lake, flows southerly and 
southwesterly across the southwest part of the county. Both the 
Skookumchuck and Black Rivers join the Chehalis River, which 
eventually reaches the Pacific Ocean through Grays Harbor. 

Thurston County’s climate is characterized by warm, generally 
dry summers and mild, wet winters, generally reflecting the mari- 
time influences of Puget Sound and the moisture laden air which 
sweeps up the Chehalis Valley from the ocean. Mean annual pre- 
cipitation at Olympia is 45.93 inches and mean annual temperature 
at the same location is 50.0 degrees.

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Alder Lake, the county’s largest body of impounded fresh water, 
is shared with Lewis and Pierce Counties. The largest natural lake 
in the county is Black Lake, which has the distinction of draining 
from two outlets in different directions. Waters from the north 
end of the lake flow via Percival Creek to Budd Inlet and Puget 
Sound, while the south end of Black Lake is the source of Black 
River, draining to the Chehalis River. 

Thurston County lists 108 lakes totaling 5,498.5 surface acres, 
all below 2,500 feet in elevation.

WAHKIAKUM COUNTY 


Physiography 

Wahkiakum County lies in southwest Washington, adjoining the 
tidewater area of the Columbia River on its south side. Pacific 
County lies to the west and adjacent to most of the north side; a 
small part of Lewis County adjoins Wahkiakum County on the 
north, and Cowlitz County lies to the east. The county has a total 
area of 286 square miles and a land area of 269 square miles, ranking 
it 37th in relative size among Washington counties. 

The county’s topography is featured by the southern part of the 
Willapa Hills, which form a rolling terrain characterized by many 
small ravines and valleys. Only a few areas rise above 2,000 feet 
elevation, with the highest point in the county being 2,673 feet, 
located about 11^2 miles north from Cathlamet and about one mile 
south of the Lewis County line. 

The eastern part of Wahkiakum County is drained by the Elocho- 
man River and its tributaries, and the north and west parts are 
drained by the Deep River and Grays River systems. The central 
and southern parts are drained to a large extent by Skamokawa 
and Wilson Creeks, which join before entering the Columbia River 
at Skamokawa. 

No long-term climatological data are available for Wahkiakum 
County but from water runoff information it is apparent that the 
county as a unit probably receives an average of about 90 inches 
of precipitation annually. Temperatures are normally mild, and a 
maritime climate prevails. 

Wahkiakum and Pacific Counties are known to geologists as 
unglaciated regions, i.e., regions never over-ridden by either con- 
tinental or local glaciers. This lack of glacial alteration of the 
county’s terrain is one reason why Wahkiakum County is noticeably 
free from natural lakes. 

Only one lake with a surface area of one acre is listed for Wah- 
kiakum County.

WHATCOM COUNTY 


Physiography 

Whatcom County lies in the northwest part of Washington, adja- 
cent to the boundary line between the United States and Canada. 
It is fronted on the west by Rosario Strait; on the east by the Cas- 
cade Crest and Okanogan County, and on the south by Skagit 
County. The county has a total area of 2,180 square miles and a 
land area of 2,134 square miles, which places it eleventh county in 
relative size in Washington. 

The mountainous areas of Whatcom County are similar to those 
of Skagit County, with approximately three-fourths of the county 
covered by the western slope of the Cascade Range. In higher 
elevations of this region, a number of peaks rise to above 8,000 feet 
and have rocky, precipitous summits. A view from almost any high 
elevation in eastern Whatcom County reveals a ragged skyline 
with numerous glaciers and perpetual snowfields. 

Mount Baker and its neighbor, Mount Shuksan, stand out promi- 
nently in the approximate center of Whatcom County. With an 
elevation of 10,778 feet, Mount Baker is the highest point in the 
county. The Mount Baker region is a popular recreation area and 
accessible by highway to nearly 5,000 feet elevation. The remainder 
of the mountainous region east of Mount Baker is mostly remote 
and available only to the more rugged recreationist. 

About one-fourth of Whatcom County consists of lowlands and 
generally flat terrain w T hich face Rosario Strait on the west. Lummi 
Island, 9 miles long and covering 9.24 square miles,* lies off the 
entrance to Bellingham Bay at the south end of Rosario Strait. 

Whatcom County is drained principally by two river systems, 
the Nooksack and Skagit. The Nooksack River, with its three main 
branches, drains 736.9 square miles of the western part of the county 
to Bellingham Bay.t 

The Skagit River and its tributary, Baker River, drain the south- 
eastern and eastern parts of the county. The northern part is drained 
principally by tributaries of the Fraser River system, including the 
relatively small Sumas River which flows northward into Canada. 

Whatcom County as a unit has a maritime climate which, how- 
ever, shows some continental influence in the eastern part of the 
county. Mean annual precipitation at Bellingham is 33.63 inches and 
mean annual temperature at the same location is 49.0 degrees. At 
Newhalem, nearly 60 miles east from Bellingham in the upper 
Skagit Valley (elevation 525), mean annual precipitation is 77.66 
inches and mean annual temperature is 50.1 degrees.
